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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOL 


To the Londonderry School Board: 
I take pleasure in presenting to you my annual report 


as Superintendent of Schools. During the past year much . 


attention has been given to a reorganization of the admini- 
stration of the office. Larger quarters have been allotted to 
the school department for clerical work, but a smaller 
space has been given for the storage of supplies. This 
necessitates the purchase of supplies more frequently than 
formerly when storage space was large enough for a year’s 
supply. Londonderry and Derry Village now utilize the 
facilities of this offce for administrative purposes. Not- 
withstanding these changes a large part of the superinten- 
dent’s time has been devoted to constructive work in 
methods of teaching and adjusting the materials of the cur- 
riculum so as to serve better the needs of the community. 
‘TEACHERS 
During the summer of 1928 six teachers resigned from 


the service, three to accept positions in other school sys- 


tems and three retired from the profession to accept posi- 
tions in other fields of work. These positions were filled 
by. six -teachers recently graduated from the Normal 
Schools. There may be criticism that teachers with a num- 
~ber years’ experience as well as Normal trained were not 
employed. The facts of the case are that New Hampshire 


has about three thousand teachers regularly employed. 
Every year approximately five hundred of these move to - 


other states, marry or enter other occupations. We have 
this year four hundred seventy teachers who were not em- 


ployed in our schools last year. Of these four hundred — 


seventy teachers three hundred and ninety-one were in- 





experienced teachers. Seventy-nine of them had experience 


in other states. One half of these teachers went into one 
room rural schools, one third to Wilage and city schools, 
and one fifth to senior and junior high schools. A study of 


this table (from which I have quoted Dr. Butterfield) ap a 
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pearing in the New Hampshire State Teachers Bulletin of 
January, 1929, shows that we need more New Hampshire 
teachers for New Hampshire schools. 

TESTING 

Tests in reading which have been given this year show 
decided improvement over tests given six years ago. When 
the scores of Windham, Londonderry and Derry are com- 
bined the statistics disclose that the fourth grade improved 
33 per cent, fifth grade 25 per cent, sixth grade 10 per cent, 
seventh grade 66 per cent, and the eighth grade 33 per cent. 
The additional fact that the scores in the 1929 test are dis- 
tributed over an average range which is five steps narrower 
shows both an improvement in teaching and grading. 

A more detailed account of the above and another experi- 
ment to determine the relation which the products of the 
rural school bears to the urban school appears in the Derry 
Town Report. The results of the experiment shows that 
the crux of what the school produces, without considering 
the social values of life, is in the quality of the teachers 
employed. If the teachers are of equal scholarship and 
ability in the teaching field the product of learning will be 
equivalent among pupils of equal ability no matter where 
they may be located. 

The other factor of social growth cannot be so clearly 
defined. People who are highly endowed with the products 
of learning which tests and examinations disclose, fre- 
quently are less successful from the social point of view. 
It is here that the larger school functions to the advantage 
of the pupil and the community. The social growth pro- 
duced by the give and take of larger numbers of pupils is 
a factor worthy of consideration in making a survey of 
the schools for the future welfare of the children. 

Co-OPERATION 

The problem of developing good schools cannot wholly be 
solved by a school board of high character, high class. 
administration, and teachers whose qualifications were high- 
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est in the Normal Schools. During the past several years 
the superintendent has consumed much time in detecting 
and defending various teachers and pupils against false re- 
ports, circulated by worthy citizens, who repeated such re- 
ports without knowing whether they were true or false. 
Before speaking ill of one another, particularly the quali- 
fications of the teachers of the schools, we should think of 
the Golden Rule. The teachers’ work is sufficiently dif- 
ficult without further hampering it by constantly keeping 
her on the defensive to such propaganda and thus imped- 
ing the progress of her school. Much time has, also, been 
wasted by the school board in judging the merits of com- 
plaints of this nature. It 1s obvious that the school board 
ought not to consume its valuable time in warning citizens 
not to interfere with the progress of the schools. These are 
matters in which all good citizens should co-operate. 

Assuring you once more of my appreciation. of your 
hearty co-operation in the many problems that have arisen» 
during the past year, and taking this opportunity to thank 
all others whose contributions to the welfare of the schools 
have not previously been acknowledged, this report is
